To Build New County Jail 


Commission Applies For 


$1 Million Federal Grant 


The Coffee County Commission has 
applied for a $1 million grant from the 
Economic Development Administration 
under the Emergency Jobs Bill pro- 
gram; and if the money is received the 
commisson will construct a new county 
jail in New Brockton. 

The announcement came at 
Monday's county commission meeting 
by Probate Judge Marion Brunson, who 
reported he had been working on the 
application for several weeks. Brunson 
stated he had recently met with Bill 
Cathell, director of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 


Development Commission and had also 
spoken with Second Congressional 
District Congressman Bill Dickinson. 
At the Monday meeting, the 
commission voted unanimously to signa 
resolution that will accompany the 
application, making the request official. 


The amount of funding available to 
the county is based on a sliding scale 
depending on the county's unemploy- 
ment rate. Based on the latest figures 
available, the county would receive a 
70-30 matching grant, with the 70 
percent being provided at the federal

level. 

In making the announcement, Judge 
Brunson stated, ‘‘The county has 
crossed the first hurdle, and we hope to 
get funded. If we get the money, it will 
mean we won't have to tax the citizens. 
of Coffee County for the next three or 
four generations to pay it off."’ 


Official word on the grant should 
come by September, and if the funds 
are received the county may finally be 
free of the old county jail in Elba, the 
source of numerous lawsuits over the 
years. 


Commission Appoints New 


Members To P & S Board : 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session Monday, June 27, at 
the courthouse in Enterprise and 
approved the appointments of four 
additional members to the Coffee 
County Board of Pensions and Security. 

The previous board resigned recent- 
ly after a lengthy court battle with P&S 
Director Ron Smith, forcing the 
commission to form a completely new 
seven-member group. The appoint- 
ments .Monday bring the number of 
members on the board to six, with a 
final member to be named at the next 
meeting. 

Members of the board now are Fred 
Donaldson, Jr., Mike Thomas, Mrs. 
Eugene Lane, Z.I. Fleming, Mrs. Jim 
Rhoades and Mack Williams. 

Monday's four appointees were 
approved by a vote of 5-1 with Comm. 
Charlie Mack Martin casting the 


dissenting vote. Martin presented a 
letter to the commission from a resident 
expressing a desire to serve on the 
board and asked Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson to read the letter. Brunson 
stated he too had received letters on the 
matter, but didn’t read them and added 
he didn’t think there was a need to read 
the letter presented by Martin. Martin 
again asked the Judge to read the letter; 
however, the commission told Martin he 
had already made an appointment to the 
board and agreed the letter need not be 
read. It was the decision not to read the 
letter that apparently led to Martin’s 
“‘no’’ vote on the appointments. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m., with all members present, and 
following a minor correction in the 
wording of the previous minutes, the 
general business began.

living in Benita Estates brought their 
road problems to the meeting and 
reminded the commission of unfulfilled 
promises. According to the delegation, 
in 1977 a priority list of roads to be 
paved was drawn-up, and the Benita 
Estates Road was ranked third; however 
other roads, not appearing on the list 
have already been paved. 

‘There are 20 homes on the 1.2 mile 
Stretch of roadway,’’ stated the 
delegation’s spokeman,’’ and when the 
weather is bad the road is impassible. 
When you consider the next paving 
projects, consider Benita Estates.”’ 

“It appears to me these people are 
being given a runaround,"’ said Comm. 
Martin. ‘I won't vote to borrow money 
to pave roads, but I think the commis- 
sion should assure these people that 
their road will be given top priority 
when future paving begins."’ 

Judge Brunson stated the road 
would be given consideration when the 
next phase of paving begins. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns made his annual report to the 
commission and reported, ‘‘We will be 
$37,000 short in the upcoming audit due 
to overpayment to the state. We will get 
the money back in a matter of weeks, so 
don't worry, we haven't lost one dime."’ 

Burns reported the errors in book- 
keeping had dropped from _ over 
$120,000 two years ago to $53,000 this 
year and pledged to continue to work on 
bringing the figure down lower each 
year, 

The commission signed the ledger 
sheets, thus, approving the report as 
Stated. 

County Engineer Frank Charlton 
reported Elba officials had requested 
aid in repairing a county road that 
reaches inside the city limits. The road 
(Herman Driggers Drive) has 
undergone extensive washing away due 
to recent rains and the engineer stated 
the city asked the county to help with 
materials needed to construct 
headwails. 

The commission discussed the 
project and told the engineer to report 
back at the next meeting with an 
extimated expense report. 

Probate Judge Brunson was next to 
take the floor and the Judge: 

***passed out copies of an ad 
purchased by the individual commis- 
sioners in a recent horse show 
program; 

***reminded the commission of the 
dedication of an historic marker at the 
“Hart Grave'’ at Weeks Assembly of 
God Church on Saturday, July 9; 
***and, reported work was continuing 
on the Enterprise Courthouse. Only 
minor renovations are remaining on 
the courtroom (installing carpet) and 
then work will shift to the commission 
office in Elba. 

The commission, long a victim of 
lawsuits, agreed it should stay out of a 
lawsuit filed against Sheriff Brice Paul 
and June Harrison contending a 
“wrongful arrest’’ was made. The suit 
was for $5,000; however, the plaintiff 
Offered an out-of-court settlement of 
$1,200. The county's insurance carrier 
denied the claim and the commission 
Stated it was not their problem. 

In other action at Monday's meeting 
the commission: 

***appointed Mrs. Pamela Searcy to 
Serve a one-year term on the Cross 
Trails Library Board. 

***and, instructed Comm. Rex 
Boutwell to check into the expense of 
purchasing a slide projector.

Council Discusses Reereation 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
with all members present and voting. 
The major portion of the meeting was 
spent on recreation-related items, with 
payment for work completed and plans 
for future work dominating council 
action. Other business discussed 
included dead dogs and cats, along with 
a brief report and discussion of the 
financial status of the city. Also the 
council approved the recommendation 
of Police Chief John White and 
promoted Officer Freddie Hanchey to 
investigator. 

The council approved a resolution 
allowing Mayor Bob English to borrow 
$40,000 from a local bank, or to split the 
loan between the two banks. The 
money is to pay construction costs, legal 
fees, advertising, etc., on the con- 
cession stand, restrooms, pressbox, of 
the new Hawkins-Williams Recreation 
Complex. 

English reported that King Con- 
struction Company had completed the 
work and was due his money, plus other 
costs must be paid before the federal 
Rrant can actually be received He 
explained that the city had done 
considerable “‘fn-kind work"' as part of 
its 50 percent cost of the project and 
probably would have to actually spend 
$16,000 of local money to finally 
complete the project. The mayor 
indicated the loan would be for a short 
time, possibly for only 30 days. 


In other action concerning the new 
park, English appointed three 
committees of two members each to 
make one recommendation each on 
names for the three new ball fields. The 
committees are Frances Trammell and 
Senny Inman; Charles Kennett and 
Cleo Hawkins; Waylon Sharpless and 
English. These three committees will 
accept three names each from the city 
recreation committee prior to making 
their selection; but are not required to 
use any of these and may instead 
hominate some person other than those 
names submitted 


Dead animals under homes and 
trailers were the subject of a mild 
difference of opinion Monday night. 
Councilman Waylon Sharpless felt it 
was part of the street department's 
and/or other city employees to get dead 
animals from under these homes when 
asked. Apparently the balance of the 
council felt otherwise, judging by their 
opinions expressed Monday evening 
when the matter came up for dis- 
cussion, It turned out that Chief White 
had instructed the animal control officer 
to get a dead animal from under a 
mobile home, and unknowing to White, 
this has been against city policy 
Since it is private property. After the 
discussion on dead animals on private 
property and in the streets, the mayor 
instructed Chief White to work out with 
the street department a procedure for 
removing dead animals from public 
Streets. No animals will be removed 
from private property by city 
empiovees, 


English gave the council a_ brief 
report on the financial condition of the 
city, nothing that revenues had 
exceeded expected income by $30,000 
thus far'in the year. Income during the 
first eight months of the year was 
$784,808, with the increase attributed to 
privilege license, sales tax, gasoline 
tax, property tax, garbage fees and 
funds from Southeast Alabama Gas 
District. This is a bit misleading as the 
privilege license and advalorem tax has 
virtually all come in for the year and will 
‘ven out by year's end. However, on 
the other side of the coin, revenue 
sharing is over $20,000 short of pro- 
jection, and this will catch up in the next 
week or so. Also, transfers from the 


Water and Electric Board are shorter 
than anticipated as is the 
expected miscellaneous income such as 
sharing of expenses with Water and 
Electric. Also, the annual financial 
institution tax of an estimated $17,000 
hasn't been received, nor has the $6,000 
from the Elba Housing Authority 

On the expense side of the ledger, 
an unexpected 42 percent increase in 
group insurance kept the administration 
expenditures from showing 
savings than the $2600 saved 

Budget appropriations (grants) were 
down in spite of a $19,000 increase in 
funds given to the schools 
; directly related to the city’s being 
relieved of funding repayment of the 
hospital loan. 

The police department budget 
fairly close to projected cost, even 
though salaries are up and uniform 
expense already+three times . the 
annual budget. Money was saved on 
car expense, building heating expense 
and travel/training expense 

The fire department was under 
budget, due to fewer fires than 
anticipated; the street department was 
almost exactly on target with under- 
spending of less than one-half percent 
on expenditures of almost $165,000. 

rhe recreation department appears 
to be way under budget, but most of the 
expenses of that department haven't yet 
shown up in the accounts payable. An 
example of this is the $390 spent on 
umpires when the annual budget 
anticipated over $13,000 in this 
department 

The bottom line on expenses 
indicates the city has cut expenses by 
over $35,000 during the first 
months of the year

An interesting article appeared in the Montgomery 
Advertiser recently.

We might add that we feel 
President Reagan and EPA administrator William 
Ruckelshaus would mever have to make excuses for having 
appointed Jack Ravan to their staff. 


The experts on Wall Street are predicting that interest rates 
will climb up a bit in the next few weeks. The fact that the 
economy is improving a bit is the reported reason for the 
hike -- they just don’t want inflation to run wild again. We 
agree to that idea but would surely like to see interest. rates 
low enough that we could afford to borrow a little money 
and pay our bills. 


The Teamsters Union is proposing a CUT in pay for truck. 
drivers, Presently these over-the-road drivers are paid 32 
cents a mile plus $13.23 an hour while waiting for loading or 
unloading. Due to a 33 percent unemployment rate among 
the union drivers, the union is proposing a cut to 22 cents a 
mile and $11.00 per hour of waiting. The union made major 
concessions in March of 1982 in an effort to help the 
troubled trucking industry, and this latest move is a 
continuation of that effort. The teamsters have long been 
considered among the toughesi of unions and the truckers’ 
efforts for pay raises have often been marred with violence. 
We regret that anyone has to take a pay cut, but salute these 
men for accepting their part of the burden necessary to cure 
the ills of an ailing industry. 


The news from the Middle East continues to center around 
fighting, but this time it is infighting. Head of the PLO, 
Yassar Arafat, has been hit with a mutiny of the troops and 
has been kicked out of Syria. Without Syria the PLO would 
be in trouble for support, and so, even if Arafat has some 
troops loyal to him, they are without a solid base. We are 
glad that these folks - who would rather fight than eat - are 
fighting among themselves instead of trying to kill other

Benefits Reduced To Ten Weeks 


Unemployment benefits 


provided under the Federal 
Supplemental Compensation 
(FSC) program have been 
reduced to a maximum of 10 
weeks. William Rui 
Heatherly, director of the 
Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations, said the 
reduction became effective 
June 19. 


FSC payments to unem- 


ployed workers are linked 
with the state’s insured un- 
employment rate (IUR) and 
may fluctuate as the IUR 
changes. The IUR is based 
on the number of people 
covered by unemployment 
insurance who are currently 
collecting regular state bene- 
fits. Alabama’s IUR has 
dropped below the 5 percent 


increases sharply,’’ Colonel 
Prescott said. 

Last year, the holiday 
period recorded two urban 
and 13 rural fatalities during 
the 78-hour period. 

“All available Alabama 
State Troopers will be 
working during the holiday 
period, with close attention 
being paid to areas of the 
state where more than the 
average number of traffic 


fatalities have occured,’’ said 
Major James Fuqua, Chief of 
the Department’s Highway 
Patrol Division. ‘‘The stop- 
ping and = arresting of 
speeders, drinking or 
reckless drivers and 


dangerous drivers is our top 


level, causing the number of 
weeks to be lowered. 

Earlier this year, it was 
possible for some 
unemployed workers to draw 
up to 55 weeks of jobless 
benefits. The total included 
26 weeks of benefits under 
the regular state program, 13 
weeks of extended benefits 
(EB) and 16 weeks of FSC. 
Because of a declining IUR, 
the maximum has now been 
reduced to 26 weeks under 
the state program and 10 
weeks of FSC, 

FSC is a_ temporary 
program totally financed by 
the federal government but 
administered in Alabama by 
the State Unemployment 
Compensation Agency. The

Got a dime? Then come 
with me - I know a store 
where you can get a cold 
drink and a pack of peanuts

HOT PACK TOMATOES 

Recent Research has 
found that if you cold pack 
canned tomatoes, you could 
increase your chance of 
botulism food poisoning. 

At Auburn  Uiversity, 
extension food preservation 
specialist Evelyn Crayton 
says that recent USDA 
research has led the exten- 
sion service to make changes 
in the recommended method 
of packing tomatoes and to 
increase the processing time 
for canning tomatoes. 

Our specialist says not to 
cold pack tomatoes.  In- 
stead, you should hot pack 
them -- heat the tomatoes for 
five minutes in a pot before 
putting them in the jar. The 
hot pack processing time for 
a pint of tomatoes is thirty- 
five minutes, while the time 
for a quart is’ forty-five 
minutes. 

If you use a pressure 
canner, keep the tomatoes at 
ten pounds of pressure for 
fifteen minutes. And for 
tomato juice, the time is 
thirty-five minutes for pints 
and quarts,

FAD DIETS 

What do you really know 
about fad diets, Fad diets 
can be quite dangerous. But 
there is one good feature 
about a fad diet and that is 
the rate of failure. This 
means that people loose 
interest quickly in a fad 
diet so not much nutritionally 
harm is done. The only way 
to maintain longterm weight 
loss is to change eating 
habits. 

As you are considering a 
weight reduction diet, do 
include the basic four food 
groups - Do not omit even 
one food group, Don't put 
your hopes on a ‘‘magic’’ 
diet. 


BAR-B-QUE CHICKEN 

To help you have the best 
barbequed chicken in town 
here are a few tips. Coals 
should be ash-gray before 
putting chicked on the grill. 
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Sand in the bottom of the 
grill absorbs grease and 
prevents flame-up that can 
char the chicken. Use tongs 
to turn chicken. Do not put 
tomato or sugar based sauce 
on chicken until last 30 
minutes of cooking. 


CONTROLLING FLEAS 

Along with the joys of 
summer come the problem of 
fleas. We have had many 
telephone calls recently with 
this pest problem. There are 
three aspects to controlling 
fleas. They are good sanita- 
tion, insecticide treatment of 
pets and their bedding and 
treatment of premises. You 
must regularly treat your 
pets and premises at the 
same time. 

Clean pets quarters at 
least every two weeks with a 
recommended _ insecticide. 
Vacuum and clean carpets, 
furniture and floors 
thoroughly and treat with 
chemical.

July 15, Last Day To Certify Crops 


Farmers have only a few 
weeks left to report their 
1983 planted acres to the 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service. 
The final certification date is 
July 15, 1983. 


Program participants are 
required to report crops and

Horticulture Tips 


SLIME MOLD OR SOOTY 
MOLD 

Do you have spots or 
black mold growing on your 
grass? This type of weather 
encourages the growth of the 
slime mold. This is a group 
of fungi that often cover 
grass with a dusty, bluish- 
gray, black, or yellow mass. 
These molds are non- 
parasitic but are very un- 
sightly. They feed on dead 
organic matter. The most 
damage they do to grass 
plants is to shade and 
discolor the blades. 

Slime molds occur during 
wet weather; they disappear 
rapidly as soon as it becomes 
dry. The large masses can 
be readily broken up by 
sweeping with a broom or by

SOYBEAN HAY 
We have a few people in 
the county who plant 


soybeans for hay. In fact, in 
the 1930's and early 1940's 
quite a few soybeans were 


planted to provide high 
quality legume hay. 
What are the best 


varieties to plant? Dr. John 
Henderson recommends a 
relatively ate maturing 
variety that makes rapid 
growth. For Coffee County, 
Bragg, Braxton or Coker 237 
work fine for hay. 

Cut soybeans for hay 


when they are at 60 to 75 
percent pod full and just 
before the leaves start to 
yellow and drop. You can 
count on up to three tons of 
good quality hay per acre. 


DAMAGING 

Monroe Clark of Route 1, 
Kinston, and some of his 
neighbors have a bad infesta- 
tion of cyst nematodes in 
soybeans. When Clark first 
called me on this and I saw 
the small, yellow, stunted 
soybean plants, I thought it 
was chemical injury. How- 
ever, after about 10 days the 
beans in spots looked even 
worse. We sent a sample of 
them to the lab at Auburn to 
analyze for nematodes. 

Four or five of his fields 
have a heavy infestation of 
the cyst nematode. It attacks 
the root system and causes 
serious damage. Clark will

“Today the grave is marked with 
several bricks which outline the 
common grave of the seven murdered 
Harts.’’ This quote from Chapter 4 of 
Marion Bailey Brunson’s PEA RIVER 
REFLECTIONS describes the quiet 
remains of the bloodiest massacre in the 
history of Coffee County. 

In the time surrounding the county's 


formation, the swamp of Pea River had 
a heavy population of hostile Indians. 
Among the white settlers entrapped to a 


cautious lifestyle were the families of 


Josiah and Bob Hart who lived in the 
Fairview and Leverett Communities in 
South Coffee County. 

According to Brunson’s book, ‘‘The 


Indians made sneak attacks on the 


settlers at milking time. They learned 
that the Josiah Hart family milked their 
cows at night and the Bob Hart family 
milked their’s in the morning.’’ This 
chore-time on a late afternoon in the 
Fall of 1835 set the stage for a sneak 
attack and the killing of seven members 
of the Hart family and wounding of a 
two-year-old child, Melinda. Leaving a 
bloody heap of bodies in the cowpen, 
the Indians returned to the swamp to

Coffee County Jail 


The recent transfer of state inmates 
out of overcrowded county jails has had 
an impact statewide, but nowhere was 
the transfer more highly welcomed than 
at the antiquated Coffee County Jail in 
Elba. 

The Coffee County Jail, which 
maintains a 36-bed capacity, has long 
been a ‘‘stopover point’’ for state 
prisoners and at times has housed over 
30 state prisoners, with many of the 
prisoners stopping over for periods of 
up to 3 years. The state inmates were 


jail were unconstitutional. 

Sheriff Brice Paul reported this week 
the jail population is down to 32, with 
only six being state inmates. Of the six, 
three will reportedly stay at the jail as 
cooks and laborers, while the others will 
be removed shortly. 


During the time the population is 
down, the Sheriff has plans to overhaul 
the facility, using state supervisors from 
the Board of Corrections, state trustees,

During January, February and 
March of 1983, the state collected 
almost $1,532,000 in support for 
children receiving welfare benefits. In 
October, November and December of 
1982, collections amounted to about 
$1,668,000. 

‘‘We attribute the decrease in 
collections partly to the state’s high 
unemployment rate,’’ said Leon 
Frazier, commissioner of the state 
Department of Pensions and Security.

Food Stamp 


Ups Maximum 


The maximum income a family can 
have and still qualify for food stamps 
will go up nationwide July 1, but the 
Coffee County Department of Pensions 
and Security does not expect the change 
to have a big effect on food stamp 
participation locally. 

Food stamps benefit 1615 house- 
holds in the county who received stamps 
worth $148,327.00 in May. The states 
operate the food stamp program 
according to regulations of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, which 


Dependent Children program early this 
year also contributed to the decrease in 
collections. The families were dropped 
from the ADC program because the 
child support collected for them was 
enough to disqualify them from 
receiving welfare benefits. 

“The families dropped from the rolls 
are now receiving child support directly 
from absent parents instead of ADC 
from the state,'’ said Frazier. ‘‘Their 
child support payments are no longer 
coming to the state.’ 

In noting the downturn in collections 
for the frst quarter of the year, Frazier 
said’ he expects collections for the year 
to go above the $7.5 million collected 
last year. One reason is that the 
collections in excess of $1.5 million for 
the first quarter do not reflect any of the 
almost $1.1 million in child support 
collected this year from income tax 
refunds of absent parents. In many 
cases, Frazier said, the state can 
intercept the refunds of parents who are 
behind in paying court-ordered child 
support. 


“We hope to increase collections not 
only through better management of the 
program as it is but also through 
improvements in our state’s child 
support laws,’’ Frazier said. ‘‘Currently 
before our legislature are three bills

states."’ 


Child support collections help to 
fund the ADC program, the welfare 
program that provides small monthly 
payments to families with children. 
Courts, district attorneys and, in some 
instances, private attorneys assist the 
Department of Pensions and Security in 
the enforcement of child support 
obligations. 


According to a detailed report 
released by the Alabama Department of 
Pensions and Security, Coffee County 
ranked fourth in the state during the 
recent three-month period in child 
support collections, 

The county-by-county report showed 
Conecuh County tops in child support 
collections, followed in order by 
Lauderdale, Cullman and Coffee. 

During the months of January 
through March, Coffee County collected 
$15,229.38 in child support payments, 
up almost $2000 from the same period a 
year ago. Payments went to 572 
children, for an average collection of 
$26.62 per child.
